GRAZING , 

Dr. Donald M. Ball and 
Dr. B, G. Ruffin, specialists 
at Auburn, recommend three 
ways to stretch winter grazing. 
The first way to stretch win- 
ter grazing is to limit the time 
the cattle are on the pasture. 
Research indicates that 2-6 
hours of grazing per day re- 
sults in the most efficient use 
of limit-grazed pastures. 

The second way to stretch 
your winter grazing is to 
rotate the fields, if possible. 
For example, you can con- 
centrate cattle in one area to 
graze the grass to a relae 
tively low height ina short 
period of time. Then in su- 
cceding days you can graze 
other pastures. Most Coffee 
County farmers could probably 
limit grazing much better than 
they could rotate grazing. 

A third way to stretch 
grazing is, of course, to pro- 


vide animals : with supplemen= 
‘tal feed while~On grazing, Re- 


search shows that using ex- 
tra feed and hay will enable 
you to increase the stocking 
rates of animals per acre 
considerably. Grain may 
be low enough priced this year 
to enable you to feed grain 
to young growing animals.

For ex- 
ample, if it is profitable 
to graze cattle when they are 
bringing 40¢a pound, you can 
imagine how much more pro- 
fitable it is when they are 
70¢ a pound. The dry wea- 
ther in late August, September, 
October and most of November 
prevented grazing from being 
established.

BEEF CATTLE OUTLOOK 
Folks who study the cattle 
production pricing system are 
saying that growers should have 
five years of excellent beef 
cattle prices. In 1977 Ala 
bama cattle producers sold 
1,350,000 head of cattle. This 
year it is estimated that 
Alabama will sell 940,000. 
This -is a 20% reduction in 
numbers which is a lot of cows.

HANDLING TIPS FOR RAISINS 

For easy chopping, toss 
1 cup of raisins with 1 tea- 
spoon salad oil andchop with 
a sharp knife. Raisins also 
chop well in a good processor, 
Chopped raisins impart a full 
flavor to ‘aked goods. 

If a recipe calls for ground 
raisins, use an  oilecoated 
blender or meat grinder, 

To plump raisins, cover 
the amount needed with very 
hot tap water and soak for 
2-5 minutes; drain. Longer 
soaking results in flavor and 
nutrient loss. A new flavor 
dimension can be added by 
plumping raisins in fruit juice 
or other beverages and re- 
frigerating overnight. Reserve 
juices for other uses, 

For better distribution in
